In a period clurlnp'which prices oft farm pro- 


ducts have ranged higher than ever, before in 
the history of the world, the. mortgage debt of 
American'farmers has more than .'doubled. This

burden of debt has Increased from $1,720,172,- 
S51 in 1910 to $4,oi:.711.213 in 1320.. 


Doubtless these statistics will be widely dueled 


by agitators to bolster, the contention that the 
agriculturalists have been unfairly treated. .,Thore 
are, however, many phases ot the situation to .be 
considered.
